HE the Minister of Economics told Az-Zarnan that he gives 
particular attention to the industrialization of the country 
and that he will shortly submit to the Majlis a draft bill for 
the construction of a sugar factory.

TREATIES OF FRIENDSHIP AND CULTURAL RELATIONS
